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Activity 3 - What you need to know! 


Consumers will have rights when they buy goods from a trader, these rights do 
not apply to buying from a private seller. So it is important that when buying on 
an OMP you knows who you are buying from. For example a trader pretending 
to be a privately seller will be avoiding their obligations to the consumer. 

There are also the additional risks of scams, counterfeit and stolen goods 
circulating on Online Marketplaces. Use the Trading Standards top tips and the 
Recognising Online Scams factsheet to identify ways to avoid the risks.
